A sensational revolver battle 
between police and robbers took 
place in Yaurnath at $.30 
this mourning. resulting, ino two 
Enropesa police officers (Setg- 
eants Fender and RoWertson) an 
Indian lance serzeant anda Chin- 
ese detective being wounded. 
whilst four of the robbers were 
captured, three of them being 
wounded. The affair arose 
uut of police investigation inte an i 
armed tobbery. i 

THE FACTS IN BRIEF. 

The: -stury, in brief, is that 
in consequence of information 
of an armed robbery in) pro 
wress, a party of police, cam | 
prising Europeans. Indians and: 
Chinese, proceeded to a house in | 
Canton Road. . 

‘The robbers, on being disturbed, 
began to rush down the stairs out 
of the hou-s, sheoting as they 
emerged frum the building. The 
police retaliated, and a fierce 
battle ensued, during which 
many” shots yere exchanged. 
In the course of the 
tighting, Semseant Fender was 
shot in the ati aud Sergeant 
Robertson badly wounded in the 
stomach. An Indian policeman 
wasals. rather seriously wour d- 

‘ed. A Chinese detective was also 
wounded. All the robbers were 
armed with “automatic pistols, 
whilst one of them alsoy had ¢ 
dagger in his possession, 

The wounded police and rubbers 
were attended ta by Dr. W.BLA. 
Moore and subsequently conveyed” 
te the Government Civil Hospital.

GODDESSES, 


“How the People Worship 


Them. 


_ A large number of members 
and their friends gathered in the 
rodins of the American Woman's 
Club at Shanghai recently, to 

hear Mr L. Newton- Hayes, 
author of “The Chinese Dragon,” 
apeak on “The Gods of Chins.” 
The walls behind the speaker 
were covered With posters and 
pelntings representing | the 
Natiuus. gods and goddesses, 
numerous tharts showing the 
special provinces of the various 
deities, their celestial divisions 
and, the, attributes of Yin and 
Yang, the gods of Darkness and 
Light. On a table in front of 
the speaker's platform were some 

_ 30 “representations of notable 

*<deities, bath brightly gilded and 
painted, and in plain carved 
wood, . 

Mr. Hayes, who was born in 
Soochow, has spent much of hjs 
leisure since his return to China 
15 sears ago in the study of 
Chinese deities and his wide 
travel throughout China, perfect 
command of the language and 

~ ‘Chinese cannexions have equipp- 
ed him. to speak with authority 
upon'this intricate subject, sa 
the Nhanwier Fines. He encour- 
uged his hearers, however, by 
saying that although there were 
more deities in the Chinese 
pantheon than in any other their 

~ number being limited only by the 
invention of mankind. the repre- 
sentations of their chief gods, 

..from 100 to 150; coutd be classi- 

‘fied and recognized by the aver- 
age student. 

Mr. Hayes said in part that. 
there were gods to care for every 
circumstance of life, deities for 
every element, every trade, even 
gods of individual streets and 
bridges and- there was no object 
to which a tutelary genius might 
not be ascribed. When it came 
to the making ‘of these gods it 
was not every artisan who could 
try his hand; the idolmakers 
belonged te a special guild and 
thay alone had the power of 
giving life to their images. These 
were made on the one hand of 
paper or cla$ or.on the other of 

jade of gold, but the power of the 

god did not cepend on its expense 
or its size. . [f made of clay. how- 
ever, it was held that the clas 
must'be taken fram beneath the 
surface of the earth as the sun 
must not have touched it.
